In claims 1 and 2, line 1 of each claim, a comma was inserted after "seed". 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David M. Saravitz on 03 December 2009. 
Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are deemed free of the prior art, given the failure of the prior art to 
teach or reasonably suggest the claimed method of producing and isolating proteins 
from the seeds of plants, which plants have been produced by crossing two plants 
containing replicating geminiviral DNA and a recombinase gene. Yadav et al (US 
6,632,980), previously cited by the Examiner, does suggest a seed storage protein- 
encoding gene as previously stated, but is mainly drawn to plant transformation with 
genes encoding a product that alters a trait of the plant or seed, wherein the altered trait 
rather than the isolated product is the desired result (see, e.g., column 16 of Yadav et 
al, lines 28-37). Yadav et al exemplifies the expression of a gene encoding a toxin 
which causes male sterility within the plant, i.e. which alters a trait of the plant, without 
isolation of the protein from the seed (see, e.g., column 24, lines 17-34). Furthermore, 
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seed storage proteins are not isolated from the seed, but are consumed as part of the 

seed or as flour produced by the seed.
